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AN EXPLANATION 


In accordance with the academic code, everyone with a college 
or university degree may wear the black academic gown and 
appropriate hood corresponding to the degree held by the 
wearer. 

Distinction between sleeves of the gowns indicate the type of 
degree. A long pointed sleeve indicates a Bachelor’s degree 
while a long closed sleeve, with a slit near the upper part, desi^ 
nates the wearer as the holder of a Master’s degree. A round 
open sleeve marks a Doctor’s degree. Additional distinguishing 
characteristics of the Doctor’s costume center in the velvet 
trimming on the gown, including velvet cross bars on the sleeve 
and the distinctive type of hood. The velvet trimming may be 
black to match the hood edging. 

The color of the edging on the hood denotes the wearer’s field 
of specialization in which the degree was awarded. The lining 
of the hood is in the colors of the college or university which 
conferred the degree.
